And What Have You

You have probably noticed by 
now that school will be starting a 
little earlier this fall, Aug. 24 to be 
exact, and that teachers will start 
even sooner than that. Under th e 
changes in the minimum foundation 
program made by the legislature this 
past session school will be five days 
longer this year than last and teach­ 
ers will be working 15 more days. 
For this the teachers will get 
paid one extra month, or 10-months 
instead of nine. We do not know what 
the kids get out of this deal except 
a week more of school. Atleast their 
mothers should enjoy it. 
Along with this extra month's 
pay and a raise in salary as passed 
by the last legislative session the 
teachers over the state will be get­ 
ting an average of $1,050 more this 
year than last. This increase, which 
will be added to each year for the 
next several years, is causing many 
problems in the school districts a- 
cross the state. 
While the state pays the big­ 
gest part of this increase, it is still 
up to the local districts to pick up 
the tab on a goodly share of it. In 
Hamlin it will be about 30 percent 
or around $ 3 0 0 each for over 50 
teachers. 
A starting teacher t h i s fall 
with abachelor's degree will receive 
$6,000. By 1975 the same beginning 
teacher would start out at $10,000 
a year. That is if they can get a job. 
This may seem strange to say 
since there hasbeen a major short­ 
age of teachers for so long but it may 
be true. 
Already, we have b e g u n to 
reach the point where there are more 
teachers than jobs and it is expected 
to get worse (worse for those looking 
for jobs b u t much better f o r the 
school systems). 
Across the nation, it is esti­ 
mated that the teacher surplus is 
general, but projections indicate that 
there will be three times as many 
surplus teachers in 1971 and this 
will continue for th e next several 
years. 
New teachers entering the job 
market are finding few vacancies. 
But older, experienced teachers are 
feeling a s t r a i n , too, a s s o m e 
schools are hiring new teachers at 
less salary and letting the older ones 
go* 
There seems to be two reasons 
for this sudden increase in teachers 
available for jobs. The first is that 
with the pay scales going up more 
and more people are entering the 
profession and th e second is that 
school systems across th e nation 
are finding the high cost of education 
just more than they can afford and 
are cutting out as many positions as 
they can. 
The Los Angeles school sys­ 
tem will reduce teaching positions 
by 2,000 positions this year, as one 
example. 
It may well be that the day of 
paying above state schedule is past 
for most schools as this was a mea­ 
sure to attract hard to find teachers. 
Of course, there is a limit to 
reducing the number of teachers and 
a limit to the amount of money that 
can be saved on teacher salaries. 
And there will always be a demand 
for good teachers. In a time of a 
surplus, however, it is logical to 
assume that the good teachers will 
replace mediocre teachers, although 
there is no guarantee that it will work 
out that way. 
After working for years to get 
their salaries up to a standard of 
other professions, and it looks like 
they have succeeded, it maybe hard 
for some to face the fact that they 
have priced themselves out of the 
market. 
We hope that we can get to the 
point that we only have room in our 
schools fo r the truly professional 
teachers—the ones that a r e truly 
dedicated and the ones that work to 
stay abreast of the times.

On Wheat Crop Marketing Quotas 


Secretary of Agriculture Clif­ 
ford M. Hardin, on July I, 
1970, proclaimed July 27-31 
as the dates for a mail refer­ 
endum on 1971-crop wheat 
marketing quotas. By law, in 
the absence of new legislation, 
the 1971 wheat crop comes 
under the provisions of 
the 
Agricultural Adjustment Act 
of 1938, as amended. This Act 
requires 
that a marketing 
quota referendum applicable 
to the 1971 crop be conducted 
on or before August I, 1970. 
The Agricultural Act of 
1965, as amended, 
extended 
its voluntary wheat program 
through the 1970-crop year, 
and 
specifically 
suspended 
marketing quotas for wheat

program details. County AS- 
CS offices about one week 
prior to the referendum will 
mail program information to 
wheat producers, along with 
the ballot voting inductions 
and individual farm allot­ 
ments. These individual al­ 
lotments will be based on the 
1971 national allotment of 
43.5 million acres, as com­ 
pared to the 45.5 million-acre 
allotment in effect for the 
current crop year. 
Marketing quotas, to be 
put in effect, mast be ap­ 
proved by two-thirds or more 
of those voting in the referee* 
durn. If quotas are approved, 
producers will be limited to 
their allotment acreage be­ 
yond which they cannot har­ 
vest 
without a marketing 
quota penalty. 
Any excess 
acreage production would be 
subject to penalty unless it is 
stored under bond. If they re­ 
main within their allotments 
and divert the required acre­ 
age, 
they’ll be eligible for 
price-support loans and do­ 
mestic wheat marketing cer­ 
tificate 
payments, 
lf 
the 
referendum fails to carry, 
producers staying within their 
1971 allotments and comply­ 
ing with other terms and con­ 
ditions which may be pre­ 
scribed 
by 
the Secretary, 
would be eligible for support 
loans at 50 percent of parity.

Setting the right example with medicines 


Psychologists tell us that basic attitudes are all im portant in 
setting the life-style and habits of a youngster when he reaches the 
age when the apron strings are loosened and he has to make his own 
instant decisions about right and wrong. 
Many of those im portant attitudes are formed early in life and 
are based on observation of what * 
parents do—not what they say. 
Ideally parents hope their chil­ 
dren will learn to respect them­ 
selves, their fellow human beings 
and the world around them. Cer­ 
tainly an im portant element of 
self-respect is learning to respect 
your body. 
Respect for your body involves 
many things, cleanliness, keep­ 
ing fit, eating properly and using 
good sense in protecting your 
health. 
Thoughtful parents have lit­ 
tle problem in establishing the 
habits of cleanliness, fitness and 
good 
nutrition. 
But 
sensible 
health protection is something 
few people think about much. Yet 
the attitudes young people de­ 
velop towards 
medicines and 
health care can be very impor­ 
tant in later years. 
The Council On Family Health, 
a non-profit, public service or­ 
ganization sponsored by leading 
medicine 
m anufacturers, 
has 
some tips that could be helpful 
in teaching your child to think 
twice before taking medicines or 
other substances about which 
they know little. 
These are some things you can 
do during those impressionable 
years to establish attitudes of 
proper respect towards medi­ 
cines: 
• Take your own medicines in 
private. No child should get 
the idea that taking medi­ 
cines is an everyday occur­ 
rence. 
• Make sure your child really 
needs medicine. Sometimes 


a headache or a tummy ache 
can lie readily cured with a 
little attention. The main 
thing to avoid is setting a 
pattern where medicines are 
taken without a clear reason. 
Don't make a big deal out of 
taking medicine. Most chil­ 
dren will take m edicine 
without a fuss if you simply 
give it to them in no-non­ 
sense fashion. 
Avoid associating pleasure 
with medicine. Youngsters 
should not be told that medi­ 
cine is like “candy”. 
These simple steps can 
you to establish the proper 
tudes towards medicines 
time when children set the traits 
that will last a lifetime.

Ullin sAniORD 


Once in awhile an outdoor 
writer Rds an opportunity to 
fish with a top-flight, A-# I, 
prize - winning, bass-fishing- 
champion. This was my good 
fortune and that of outdoor 
writer Earl Golding of the 
Waco News-Tribune one week­ 
end at Toledo Bend. 
It happened when a hunch of 
outdoor writers 
were 
fly-in 
guests of Hide-Away Harbor, 
Holiday Inn and the San Aug­ 
ustine C of C. 
The expert was John Fox, 
National Bass Champion for 
1968 . . . . and an expert he is! 
Like most bass champions, 
Fox began making his own 
“bait” immediately after win­ 
ning the national honor. 
Fortunately for us John’s 
trip out this time was to test 
his newest product, not yet on 
the market. 
We were in John’s own rig, 
designed strictly for fishing. 
AU of the other ten host’s 
boats went out about the same 
time and most stopped at the 
first likely point—about a half- 
mile from the launching ramp. 
John did, too. 
With the wind rather calm, 
none of the boats anchored— 
just floated where they stop­ 
ped and cranked up the kick­ 
er only to come closer to shore 
when need be. 
John brought in a half-dozen 
small bass before either Earl 
or I caught any. It wasn’t long, 
however, before most of the 
boaters scattered for different 
areas. This was when John 
said “Now, I’ll take you where 
the big ones are” . . . . and 
that he did in short order. 
Where did he go ? To the 
brushiest area! But to him the 
brushiest area was the thickly 
wooded section where the “Iron 
Trees” were so close to each 
other that we could only reach 
his choice spots by pulling and 


pushing the boat from tree to 
tree, sometimes lying almost 
prone in the boat to clear the 
overhanging limbs. 
Finally he found a spot that 
looked good. There he settled 
; down to serious fishing . . . . 
with plastic worms, of course. 
| 
You’ll be interested in how 
John rigs up his gear. 
To begin with, John uses a 
heavy bass rod designed es­ 
pecially for worm fishing. It’s 
a five-and-one-half footer, real 
thick at the handle and slowly 
tapers off to the end. Only 
I really flexible part is the tip 
. . . . for about the final 12 or 
16 inches. 
His choice is 20-pound mono­ 
filament line and a not-too- 
heavy, cone-shaped slip-sinker. 
He runs the line through the 
sinker’s 
pointed 
end, 
first, 
then ties on a large and very 
sharp 5/0 drop-shaft hook. Af­ 
ter inserting the point of the 
hook through the nose of the 
I worm, about an inch or so, 
John turns the hook over so 
; that he can imbed the point 
into the worm. This makes it 
weedless, without the use of a 
metal weedguard. 
Naturally, he uses the Flut- 
tertail Worm . . . . his own 
brand . . . . with a thin, flat, 
flexible tail. 
In this case, John’s experi­ 
mental worm had a white tail. 
At its nose the worm was solid 
black, but it was lighter and 
lighter in color as it tapered 
to the end, becoming light gray 
as it reached the white tip. 
That, and his Ambassadeur 
reel, 
comprised 
his 
fishing 
gear. 
With no luck at the first 
spot, John moved to another, 
saying “Well, I know we’ll get 
some lunkers now.” And that 
he did and so did his two com­ 
panions . . . . thanks to him. 
Here’s how John did it. He 


dropped the worm lightly into 
the water, keeping the line 
tight as he slowly released it 
straight down alongside one of 
the multitude of “Iron Trees” 
that clutter the area. When the 
worm hit bottom, 30 feet down. 
John slowly began to retrieve 
it. Following his instructions, 
we did the same alongside oth­ 
er nearby trees. 
Now, warned John, when you 
think you have snagged the 
hook, set the hook as nard and 
as fast as you can—because 
it’s almost impossible to snag 
that hook if you have imbedded 
it into the body of the worm, 
properly. So, set it HARD! 
Meanwhile, John pointed to 
small bubbles rising from the 
water where he had let down 
his lure. “See those bubbles- 
that’s a sign the old hoss has 
opened his gills and is about 
to strike.” And strike the bass 
did . . . . but ever so gently. 
John set his hook so hard that 
we thought he’d go overboard. 
A fast reel-in brought up a 
beautiful 
four-pound 
black 
bass. 
After stringing that one he 
let down the bait for another 
try—in the same spot. Shortly 
he had another of identical 
size. Within a period of 20 
minutes he boated four, four- 
pounders. Same spot, mind you. 
Then he said, Vern, you try 
it . . . . the same way, in this 
same spot . . . . and we came 
up with three three-pounders. 
Meanwhile, Earl 
was 
doing 
well, too. 
So. that’s how John Fox does 
it. First he finds them; then 
he works the same hole again 
and again. Some say you can’t 
catch more than one bass in the 
same spot. But not John. He 
figures that when one lunker 
leaves 
the 
throne 
another 
moves in and takes over. 
Who’s to argue that point 
when seven good ones come out 
of the same hole 30-feet deep 
and in an area no more than 
three feet in diameter. 
John made a believer out of 
us!

The 
merchant refused, but finally 
had to give in when the matter 
was taken to court. The judge 
reminded him that a minor has 
a legal right to back out of his 
contracts.

However, the right to disaffirm 
does not apply to the purchase 
of necessities, such as food, cloth­ 
ing. and medical supplies. A teen­ 
ager might be able to cancel a 
purchase of costly, custom-made 
boots, but not a purchase of 
everyday shoes. 
Furthermore, there 
are 
now 
growing doubts about the whole 
notion of a right to disaffirm. T o­ 
day's youth, observed one court, 
are often more sophisticated than 
their parents— hence less in need 
of special protection. Certainly 
ii isn’t as easy to think of them 
as babes in the commercial woods 
when they are wielding a buying 
power of perhaps 25 billion dol­ 
lars per year. 
Accordingly, in varying degree, 
state legislatures have been get­ 
ting stricter with young people. 
O n e way has been to hold them 
fully responsible for certain types 
of contracts, such as educational 
loans. Another way has been to 
lower the age of maturity to 18. 
Still another way has been to 
deny the cancellation privilege to 
any youth who has deceived the 
merchant about his age. 
“The privilege may be used as 
a shield to protect the (minor),” 
said one court, “not as a sword 
to inflict injuries upon another.”
